Four candidates are vying for 
two seats up for election Tues- 
day, Sept. 15 in Belle Glade's 
City Commission race. 

Incumbent Dan Herring 
faces a challenge from new- 
comer Mary Ross Wilkerson. 
Harma Miller and Ron Snyder 
are both seeking the seat va- 
cated by Daniel Bythwood 

Mr. Herring,.40, of 1009 N.E. 
First Street, says һе іѕ running 
for a second term because he 
feels he now has the experience 
to serve effectively. He also 
says he would like to help in 
the selection of a new city 
manager. 

Wilkerson says it's time for a 
chánge in government and 
cites the recent scandal in city 
government as a reason to 
elect. new people to the com- 
mission.,"I know I can repre- 
sent the citizens of our commu- 
nity and bring about a change 


for the better,” she said. 

Mr. Snyder is also running in 
his first election. A retired city 
employee, he says he feels com- 
pelled to try and make a differ- 
ence on the commission. 

“I want to be a part of help- 
ing to restore confidence to 
very qualified, very competent 
city employees," said Mr. Snyder. 

Harma Miller is a former 
Belle Glade Commissioner and 
mayor for the city. She served 
for 10 years before taking some 
time off for personal commit- 
ments and family. 

She said she now wishes to 
regain a seat оп the commis- 
sion and help rebuild confi- 
dence in city government. 

"Since I learned that Dan 
Bythwood is not going to run 
again, I felt it was my duty to 
step forward," she said 

The city election will be held 
Tuesday and the polls will be 
open at the Belle Glade Fire 
Department from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 


Cable company cracking 
down on illegal hookups

Imagine sitting in front of 
your television one evening en- 
joying а good movie on HBO 
when a knock comes at your 
door. It's an employee from 
your local cable company and 
he wants to know how you can 
be watching cable T.V. when 
you're.not one of their cus- 
tomers 

This scenario could happen 
to you if you've illegally spliced 
irito Time Warnér's reception 
without paying for the privi- 
lege or moved to a residence 
that had cable, but you're not 
paying for it. 

Sean Outar, the new chief 
technical manager at Time 
Warner in Belle Glade, he 
is finding too many people who 
are getting free cable and he is 
cracking down on cable theft 

"We've had a history of peo- 
ple having the perception that 
unayithorized reception is no 
big deal," said Mr. Outar. "It is 
a big deal: It's a felony, up to 
one year in jail and $1,000 fine 
or a combination of that," 

he says. 

The local’ cable company re- 
cently prosecuted Amede Dieu- 
faite for hooking into his neigh- 
bor's cable line. 

Mr. Outar said the first.time 
his employees saw Dieufaite's 
‘legal hookup they disconnect- 
ed the system -and warned 
Dieufaite that a second offense 
voies in prosecution.

Time Warner Cable, located 
on SR 715, is offering a re- 
prieve'to anyone who is cur- 
rently getting cable without 
paying for it. 

Employees will be traveling 
throughout the Glades with 
special monitoring équipment 
in the next two weeks, check- 
ing street by street for illegal 
hookups, says Mr. Outar. 

After September 25, anyone 
having cable without paying 
for it will be arrested after one 
warning, said Mr. Outar. 

"We're trying to get people 
aware., They should call us at 
96-3086 if they have a prob- 
lem or want hook up,” he-said.

The words bélong to 
Dennis Dillion of Jupiter - а 
man yho respects the power of 
lightning. 

Dillion is an electrostatic en- 
gineer who specializes in light- 
ning protection for homes and 
businesses. He has seen first- 
hand what lightning can do in 
Florida. 

“Tve seen holes blown in 
roofs," he said. “Гуе seen hous- 
es burned to the ground." 

He's even talked with people 
who were struck by lightning 
as they were taking a shower. 
` “The lightning bolt came right 

out of the faucet," he said. 
Dennis Dillion has seen just 
„about everything to do with 
lightning. That's why he's not 
surprised when a lightning bolt 

in Floridg strikes someone. 
Florida is the lightning capi- 
tal of the United States. Each

else. In 1997 alone, eight peo- 
ple~were killed dnd another 53 
injured. Lightning caused dam- 
ages estimated at $2.5 million. 

"Lightning is indiscrimi- 
nate," he said.

“I sell more lightning protec- 


` tion to women than I do men," 


he said. "It's because women 
are more afraid ‘of lightning 
than men." 

Dillion says many men take a 
macho it-can't-hit-me attitude 
toward lightning. "That's fool- 
ish because sooner or later it is 
going to hit you," he said. “If

“My family has installed 
lightning rods and lightning 
protection at the White House, 
the Washington Monument 
and other historic buildings in 
Washington,” he said.

A lightning rod is still 
the tool of choice. 

Invented by Benjamin 
Franklin, a lightning rod nei- 
ther attracts nor repels light- 
ning bolts.

In the 17th part of this se- 
ries, we continue looking at the 
individual projects contained 
in this planning document, 
concentrating on the various 
projects associated with the 
various district projects. These 
projects are included in the 
South Florida Water Manage- 
ment District's 1998 Land Ac- 
quisition and Management 
Plan. 

It includes all the individual 
projects planned and which 
cover the districts 16-county 


- area. 


* North Fork St. Lucie River 

This project in St. Lucie 
County stretches abóut six 
miles long and extends from 
White City bridge to the C-24 
canal. There are about 2,800 
acres involved in the project 
and the district has acquired 
only about 300 acres of that 
amount. The parcels the dis- 
trict wishes to acquire are on 
both sides of the river. The en- 
vironmental ‘quality of these 
tracts varies. Some are rela- 
tively undisturbed and domi- 
nated: by large pines and mix- 
tures of oak and cabbage palm, 
while other sites are heavily in- 
fested' with exotic vegetation. 

More than 80 percent of the 
project covers wetlands within 
the river floodplain. 

The wetlands include hard- 

^d swamp.'low hammock, 
Sawgrass marsh, and man- 
grove forest. 

The mangroves are limited to 
approximately the lower third 
of the project. 

The floodplain wetlands re- 
duce the velocities in the river, 
spreading out and gradually 
reléasing the flood waters. This 
action also allows recharge of 
surficial aquifer and filters

Acquisition of the entire pro- 
ject would form an unbroken 
125.000-асге greenbelt extend“ 
ing from the DuPuis Reserve 
near Lake Okeechobee, across 
the Corbett Wildlife Manage- 
ment Area, and connecting 
with Jonathan Dickinson State 
Park: 

Pal-Mar is a vast-complex of 
pine flatwood, wet prairie and 
depression marsh.

How much does proper nutri- 
tion affect а child's behavior, 
#ttention span and ability. to 
concentrate? 

Some researchers: believe 
that children diagnosed with 
Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD) could be suc- 
cessfully treated with proper 
nutrition, counseling and 
behavior modification tech- 
niques - instead of Ritalin. 

Diana Hunter's book "The 
sitalin-Free Child" laments the 
fact that some parents would 
rather medicate a child than 
pay more attention to diet. 

According to Ms. Hunter, 
many parents have successful- 
ly improved their children's 
behavior through better nutri- 
tion. os 
One food-related problem has 
+0 do with chemical additives 
«ound in many processed foods. 
According to Ms. Hunter's 
book, researchers have found 
these additives may affect 
some children's brain chem- 
istry, resulting in ADHD symp-

toms. Remember, ADHD is 
diagnosed solely on symptoms. 
There is no medical test to 
identify ADHD. 

Different children react to 
these chemical additives in dif- 
ferent ways, To determine if an 
additive is causing a problem, 
those who promote nutritional 
therapy generally suggest 
removing all the potential prob- 
lem additives from the child’s 
diet. If the symptoms start td 


go away, you can tell you are on 
the right track. Eventually, you 
can add the items back into the 
diet one at a time and watch for 


arty problems. 
Problem . food additives 
include: synthetic colors; 


preservatives, such as BHA 
(butylated hydroxanisole), BHT 
(butylated hydroxytoluene), 
TBHQ (tertiary butylhydro- 
quinone), sulfites (ammonium 
sulfite, sodium sulfite, sodium 
bisulfate, sodium .metabisulfite 
and sulfur dioxide) and nitrates 
(often used to preserve ham, 
lunch meat, hot dogs, sausage 
and bacon); artificial flavor- 
ings; flavor enhances such as 
monosodium glutamate (MSG); 
artificial sweeteners such as 
Saccharin and aspartame (usu- 
ally marketed as Nutrásweet); 
and caffeine. 

Avoiding these chemical 
additives does mean a little 
more work on the part. of the 
person preparing food. Most 
packaged foods contain one or 
more problem additives. Elimi- 


nating the artificial additives, 
coloring and flavorings leaves 
you with a diet of lean meat, 
whole grain breads, milk, eggs, 
fresh vegetables and fresh 
fruit. 

While it might take more 
work to prepare such meals, it 
will be healthier for the child, 
as well as for the rest of the 
family. 

There are also gome foods 
that can cause behavioral prob- 
lems in some children. These 
are foods that contain salicy- 
lates. Salicylates are found in 
aspirin and in foods such as 
almonds, apples, apple cider, 
apricots, berries, cherries, chili 
powder, cloves, coffee, cucum- 
bers, currants, grapes, mint, 
nectarines, oranges, peaches, 
bell peppers, chili peppers, 
pickles, plums, prunes, raisins, 
tangerines, tea, tomatoes, vine- 
gar and wine. Salicylates are 
believed to disrupt brain chem- 
istry in some children, hence 
the behavior problems. It's a 
food sensitivity reaction.

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How proper nutrition relates to ADHD 


A child may be sensitive to 
one of these foods but not to 
others. The way to find out 
which ones may be the problem 
is to temporarily eliminate the 
items from the child's diet, 
observe the results, then add 
them back one at a time, 
watching for апу changes in 
behavior. 

For years, many people 
blamed hyperactivity on exces- 
sive consumption of processed 
sugar. But research has not 
backed that up. Still many par- 
ents know from personal expe- 
rience that too many sweets 
result in behavior problems. 
How can both sides be right? 
Ms. Hunter proposed an alter- 
nate theory. Most of the sugar- 
rich goodies blamed for behav- 
ior problems aré things such as 
candy bars, cookies and pack- 
aged snacks. These items are 
high not just in processed 
sugar, but also in chemical 
additives. It could be that the 
chemical additives were caus- 
ing the problems blamed on the 


sugar. ‘

“After my brother’s death, I 
wondered if the hurt would 
ever go away." Josh was Amy 
Hodges' hero. By her first year 
of high school she had grown to 
depend on her "handsome, fun- 
loving" big brother, who was 16 
years her senior.

Achievement tied to advanced high school courses 


Florida Education Comm- 
issioner Frank T. Brogan 
released results for the ACT, 
which shows that Florida's 

composite score increased to 
20.8 іп 1998, up from. 20.7 last 
year. Nationally, the compos- 
ite score was 21.0, the same 
as 1997. Florida increased in 
two of the four sections of the 
test--English and reading. 

The average score for 
Florida students completing a 

* recommended core college 
‚ preparatory curriculum was 
* 21.7, compared to 18.2 for 
' thosé who completed less than 
the core coursework. Nearly 
‘three-fourths of Florida ACT 
test takers completed the core 
coursewórk, which is défined 
ав four or more years of 
English, and three or more 
years of mathematics, social 
studies and natural sciences."
